Think It Would Help State Roads. 
The decided trend- In public opinion 


In favor of federal construction of a 
national highway system Is due, ac- 
cording to those having the measure in 
charge, to the fact that such mileage 
as each state will receive will put the 
state that much nearer to a complete 
and well connected state systi in, at 
the same time insuring logical connec- 
tions with adjoining Mates. 


It Is admitted that such connections 


are necessary to a properly co-ordinat- 
ed system an3 that such co-ordination 
is logically a federal function. 


T.he net result to each state, it now 


begins to appear, will be a strengthen- 
ing of forces behind road development. 
The states on the one hand an; to be 
aided by relieving them permanently 
of the construction and maintenance 
of the heaviest traveled Interstate 
rentes, thus permitting the corcentra- 
tlon of state effort on routes having 
their terminal points within the- state. 
In other words, more effective co-oper- 
ation of federal and state power is to 
be gained by each having Its speclflc 
work laid oat, one applying Its efforts 
to national connections and tl<e other 
to the development of local or Intro- 
state roads and their proper connec- 
tions.
